Stev enson 
introduced the four- 
power resolution with a declara­ 
tion that the United States "is I 
against colonialism and against 
war.” 
He described as ‘‘shocking’* the 
newt that India has resorted to 
fo rce , and said it mocked profes­ 
sions of nonv iolence made by 
Prime Minister Nehru and his de­ 
fense minister, V. K. Krishna 
Menon.

LONDON (AP) - BriUin aided 
Monday with its ancient ally Por­ 
tugal. a g a i n s t Commonwealth 
partner India in the Goa conflict. 
The Communists applauded and 
Western powers deplored the In­ 
dian attack. 
Such neutrals as Indonesia and 
the United Arab Republic came 
to the defense of Prime Minister 
Ndiru, a fellow neutral. But the 
Westeni press called the Indian 
military action v iolation of the 
principles so often preached by 
Nehru. 
Britain threw its weight behind 
a Portuguese appeal to the United 
Nations. 
While ruling out any question 
of British military action against 
India, Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home told Parliament his gov ­ 
ernment would honor its string of 
ancient treaties with Portugal by 


<H>posing India In the U.N. Secu­ 
rity Council. 
It was a touchy decision for 
Britain to take against India, the 
largest nation in the Common­ 
wealth. But Portugal is not only 
one of Britain’s oldest allies, it 
is one of the 12 charter members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. 
The French Foreign Ministry 
expressed "astonishment and re­ 
gret” and the conserv ativ e Paris 
newspaper Aurore 
commented: 
Mr. Nehru has thrown down his 
mask, v iolating the charter of the 
United Nations. The illustrious 
pandit is not afraid of splashing 
his white tunic with blood.”

Work Starts On Global 
Seismograph Network 


WASHINGTON (AP» -American 
scientists are installing a network 
of supersensitiv e seismographs in 
65 countries and islands to record 
man-made underground blasts as 
well as earthquakes. 
The Coast and Geodetic Surv ey 
said Monday that work began this 
month, with financial help from 
the Pentagon, on what ev entually 
will become a network of 125 sta­ 
tions on six continents. It is to 
be completed next autumn. 
The public announcement made 
no mention of the system’s poten­ 
tial usefulness in detecting secret 
nuclear blasts under the earth's 
surface. 
But when a reporter raised the 
question, an official said; "That 
is unquestionably one of the prin 
cipal objectiv es.” 
The difficulty of distinguishing 
clandestine subsurface nuclear ex- 


plosions 
from

shocks has been a major obstacle 
to agreement in the prolonged 
U.S.-Sov iet test ban talks at Ge­ 
nev a. 
It was learned that the United 
States has offered to prov ide the 
instruments for sites behind the 
Iron Curtain.

National Security Council Use Quite Different

The earlier immigrants of a particular group 
were anxious that people of their kind be assimilat­ 
ed bi American life.

This 
is particularly significant in relation to the huge im­ 
migration of Central American people, particularly 
Puerto Ricans who have been rejected by both the 
American Negro and the American white. Such a 
pejection is not unusu^: the Irish and the Jews have 
experienced a similar exclusion in ks most undignified 
forms. As the Puerto Ricans were inunediate citizens 
because Puerto Rico is pmt 
the United States, the 
politician« have catered to them unduly and resent­ 
ment to their presence has been increasing among 
others. The proposal to have 27 languages to provide 
evidence of literacy is a manifest^kion (k the develi^ 
ment of minority power in New York and a contimied 
fragmentation of our particular culture.

Above all, this Eisen­ 
hower NSC tumde out policy 
papers quke different m char­ 
acter from those now produced. 
To be specific, the Eisenhower- 
era NSC papers attempted to say 
what the national policy was. It 
sought to define the underlying 
principles and aims, in a way 
that would control future deci­ 
sions. Pretty often, to be sure, 
the definrttwis merely papered 
over divergences and contradic- 
tioiis. 
For mstance, a big paper on 
basic national security policy al­ 
ways used to be prepared at the 
beginning 
of every 
year.

opened, kivariably, with a gran- 
dioee assertion that America's 
strength must be Second to none. 
But this assertion was always 
followed by another clause, ex- 
piaining that America’s ^rength 
depended on fiscal and economic 
soundness.

of the facts, without reference to 
anylhing but the facts, Md in 
accordance with principles and 
definitions which he 
c a r r i e s 
around in the back of his own 
bead. 
The difference betwe« i the two 
ways of doing business is not 
easy to pmpomt when all the 
documents are h i^ y classified 
and the whole process goes on 
behind closed doors. 
Neverthe­ 
less. the difference is vitally im­ 
portant, and needs to be recorded 
and understood, as a single iLus- 
tratk» will show.

Nikita explained to his 
friend. Anastas Mikoyan- “When 
Stalin says dance, a wise man 
dances.” 
Throughout the darkest days of 
World War II, Khrushchev’s hu- 
nrKH* stood by him. He was in 
charge of ferrying supplies across 
the Volga on pontoons when bis 
convoy was shot to piece* by the 
Germans. 
He explained the los* to hi* 
Miperiors with the wisecrack: 
“The

supplies. 
They’re biting tonight.” 
His rise to power through the 
gloomy labyrinth of Stalinist ter­ 
ror has given him humor

al. savage edge. Although he de­ 
spised StaKn for his cruel humor, 
Khrushchev now also enjoys a 
joke at the expense of his su- 
bcHtUnates.

Is Virgil 
worth two million three? Or was 
Aristotle, for that matter? Is it 
really Homer? Or Rembrandt? 
It’s enough to shatter one’s 
faith m the management of our 
greatest museum (or junk sh<H>,

ot bow you feel about 
old armw and faJie Etruscan sta­ 
tues) if your faith hasn’t already 
been slighUy shaken by that price 
and the lingering suspicion that 
Mr. James Rorimer, director of 
the Metrop<riitan. wasn’t felled by 
auction fever rather than simply 
lapped by bad judgment.

English kl the language af the American people, 
although m some places Spanish is an important second­ 
ary prevalent language. It is not to be assumed that 
ail those who settled American territory prior to the 
Revolution were English-speaking people. 
Actually, 
among the earliest settlers were persons who spoke 
other languages, such as French. Spanish, Portuguese, 
Dutch, 
German 
rn various dialects. Swedish, and 
numerous .African languages and dialects. 
Even 18th 
Century English was not one dialect of the language; 
some of the varieties of English are so different that 
| 
they cannot be understood by other English-speaking 
people. 
Now along comes the City of New York and seeks 
to have the State Legislature accept any of 27 languages 
as a measure of literacy for purposes of voting. The 
evidence far the significance of a language is that a 
newspaper is published m that language. The City of 
New York, it is now reported, has 56 daily or weekly 
newspapers published in a language other than Eng­ 
lish. 
The figure used to be much higher but as 
children go through our schools, they lose the mother- 
tongue of their parents. 
They learn some kind of 
English. For instance, when I was a child, there wert 
five or six daily Yiddish newspapers with sizable 
circulations. Today only one is important. 


The move is. of course, divisive and political. 
It is the process of catering to the so-called minori­ 
ties, to frightened and discontented persons who 
join together on a racial, linguistic or religious 
basis to protect themselves from the dominant 
group. 
From an American standpoint, the proposal is 
stupid and baneful. It fragments our people on an 
Irrational basis. 
From the very beginning of our 
country It has been a problem to find a basis for 
Intellectual or cultural unity. 


We live by a written Constitution which is a 
product of the development of British history. 
Those 
who accepted the Constitution were not necessarily 
British, 
Pennsylvania, 
where the Constitution 
was 
actually written, was at that moment inhabited by 
person* using a number of languages and having 
varieties of Western European origins. 
It was not difficult to establish Anglo-Saxon con­ 
cepts either for the Articles of Confederation or the 
Constitution because the Anglo-Saxons were prevalent 
and the other groups played small roles in Massa­ 
chusetts or Virginia which were the two most impor­ 
tant colonies at the very beginning of American his­ 
tory and they were definitely and unequivocally Anglo- 
Saxon.

Language play’s a significant role in the develop­ 
ment of a people; k helps the mind to accept msti- 
tutions. Prior to the 1880’s. this country was homogene­ 
ous politically and was spiritually stronger than it is 
today. 
The need for absorbing immigrants by the 
million from all parts of the world, associated large 
numbers of potential citizens and voters to whom 
Anglo-Saxon traditions were alien and whose cultures 
were different and varied with this country and its 
established habits. 


The earlier immigrants of a particular group 
were anxious that people of their kind he assimilat­ 
ed in American life. 
In this effort, the aecial 
settlement and the public schools played a potent 
role.

Americanization programs, most of which were

The trend toward assimilation seemed to be suc­ 
cessful until the increased immigration of aliens sub­ 
sequent to the universal depression of the 1920 s. This 
is particularly significant in relation to the huge im­ 
migration of Central American people, particularly 
Puerto Ricans who have been rejected by both the 
American Negro and the American white. 
Such a 
rejection is not unusual; the Irish and the Jews have 
experienced a similar exclusion in its most undignified 
forms. As the Puerto Ricans were immediate citizens 
because Puerto Rico is part of the United .States, the 
politicians have catered to them unduly and resent­ 
ment to their presence has been increasing among 
others. The proposal to have 27 languages to provide 
evidence of literacy is a manifestation of the develop­ 
ment of minority power in New York and a continued 
fragmentation of our particular culture.

National Security Council Use Quite Different 


WASHINGTON 
The different use to be made 
of the National Security Council 
is probably the biggest change 
among the many changes in gov­ 
ernmental practice which sepa­ 
rate the Kennedy administration 
from the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion. 
Such, 
at 
any 
rate, 
is 
the 
opinion of the few surviving in­ 
siders 
who 
really 
know 
what 
goes on kl the U. S. government s 
inner sanctum—the NSC—and are 
also able to compare the prac­ 
tices of the new Administration 
with the practices of the old. 
From the outside, it is not e«.-»y 
to judge this altered use of the 
NSC. But as described by those 
who should know, it is highly 
significant, as will he seen. 
In the Eisenhower time 
the 
National Security Council was a 
very much larger, more cumber­ 
some, and more authoritative hu­ 
man machine. 
It led, so to say, 
far more of a life of its own. in 
semi-independence of the White 
House. 
Above all, this Eisen­ 
hower 
NSC 
tumde 
out 
policy 
papers quite different m char­ 
acter from those now produced. 
To be specific, the Eisenhower- 
era NSC papers attempted to say 
what the national policy was 
It 
sought to define the underlying 
principle* and aims. in a way 
that would control future deci­ 
sions. 
Pretty often, to be sure, 
the definitions 
merely 
papered 
over divergence* and contradic­ 
tions. 
For instance, a big paper on 
basic national security policy al­ 
ways used to be prepared at the 
beginning 
of 
every 
year. 
It 
opened, invariably, with a gran­ 
diose 
assertion 
that 
America’s 
strength must be Second to none. 
But this assertion was always 
followed by another clause, ex­ 
plaining that .America s strength 
depended on fiscal and economic 
soundness. 
And

turn 
meant that military strength was 
always subordinated, rn the end, 
to the balanced budget. 
Yet despite this sort of thing, 
which was apparently quite com-

mon, the Eisenhower NSC at least 
tried to formulate broad, funda­ 
mental, 
«id 
controlling defini­ 
tions. 
The difference between 
then and now can best be judged 
by a single authoritatively re­ 
ported fact. This fact is that the

1961 
version of the customary annual 
paper on basic national security 
policy has never been completed 
to this day, although New Year's 
of 1962 now looms directly ahead. 
Broad definitions, of the sort 
that might control the future de­ 
cisions, are 
m fact no longer 
attempted by the Kennedy NSC. 
National Security Council papers 
nowadays are described as being 
factual rather than theoretical, 
filled with details instead of gen­ 
eralizations. and aimed to clarify 
c h o i c e s instead of imposing 
choices. 


The facts are included, obvious­ 
ly, because the new President is 
the kind of man who wants ail 
the 
facts 
before he makes 
a 
choice. 
The generalizations are 
not there, presumably, because 
the 
President 
is 
expected 
to 
make his own choice on the basis 
of the facts, without reference to 
anything but the facts, and in 
accordance with principles and 
definitions which he c a r r i e s 
around in the back of his own 
head. 
The difference between the two 
ways of doing business is not 
easy to pinpoint when all the 
documents are highly classified 
and the whole process goes on 
behind closed doors. 
Neverthe­ 
less, the difference is vitally im­ 
portant. and needs to be recorded 
and understood, as a s.ngle illus­ 
tration will show.

“If I am going to spend my life 
teaching workers and peasants 
the ideals of socialism.” he said. 
“I have to speak as badly as 
they’ do ” 
He still despises the prim party 
eggheads 
Khrushchev first caught Stal­ 
in’s attention when he wag a lo­ 
cal party secretary in the lie- 
fame. The cold, cruel Stalin en­ 


joyed 
putting 
uneasy 
officials 
through the party catechism and 
watching them squirm. 
When he got to Khrushchev, the 
dictator demanded: “How do you 
dcune Communism?” 
Nikita took his courage in both 
hands and too.sed the book aside. 
“To an audience of peasants,” 
he replied, “I’d say that Com­ 
munism first of all means a full 
stomach, then felt boots, and a 
sheepskin jacket.” 
Stalin was pleased. From that 
moment, Khrushchev’s star was 
on the rise. But it was not the 
smooth, soaring flight of one of 
his modern sputniks. 
Stalin’s humor was grim. and 
Khrushchev, as the Kremlin buf­ 
foon, never knew when a bad 
joke might earn him a bullet. 
Dancing Commissar 
The terrible Stalin frequently 
humiliated Khrushchev. But the 
worst 
insult 
was an order to 
dance the Gopak before top of­ 
ficials. This is the Cossack dance, 
which involves squatting on the 
heels and kicking out the legs, an 
ordeal for the pudgy Khrushchov, 
He 
managed 
to 
perform 
it, 
sweat running down his grinning 
face. It earned him the nickname, 
“the dancing commissar.” which 
Stalin’s wife gaily gave him. 
Later, Nikita explained to his 
friend. Anastas Mikoyan: “When 
Stalin says dance, a wise man 
dances ” 
Throughout the darkest days of 
World War II, Khrushchev’s hu­ 
mor stood by him. He was in 
charge of ferrying supplies across 
the Volga on pontoons when his 
convoy was shot to pieces by the 
Germans 
He explained the loss to hi* 
superiors 
with 
the 
wisecrack: 
“The 
fish 
got 
the 
supplies. 
They’re biting tonight/** 
His rise to power through the 
gloomy labyrinth of Stalinist ter­ 
ror has given him humor a brut­ 
al, savage edge. Although he de­ 
spised Stalin for his cruel humor, 
Khrushchev now also enjoys a 
joke at the expense of his su­ 
bordinates. 
In front of foreigners, he point­ 
ed to his red-faced Foreign Min­ 
ister Andrei Gromyko and re­ 
marked deprisively:

The arts are in a state of fer­ 
ment almost as confusing and ex­ 
plosive as the internal affairs of 
the Congo. The Metropolitan Mus­ 
eum, we all know. had just shell­ 
ed out $2,300,000 for a Rembrandt 
called 
“Aristotle 
Contemplating 
the Bust of Homer’’ when the 
rumors started flying that it isn t 
Aristotle. It s maybe Virgil or 
maybe not even him. Is Virgil 
worth two million three’ Or was 
Aristotle, for that matter? Is it 
really Homer? Or Rembrandt? 
It s enough 
to 
shatter 
one s 
faith in the management of our 
greatest museum (or junk shop, 
depending on how you feel about 
old armor and fake Etruscan sta­ 
tues* if your faith hasn’t already 
been slightly shaken by that price 
and the lingering suspicion that 
Mr. James Rorimer, director of 
the Metropolitan, wasn't felled by 
auction fever rather than simply 
gripped by bad judgment. 
Right on top of that, a lady 
stepped up to a guard at the 
Museum of Modem Art and said 
coldly:

The fact that a Matisse hung 
upside down for forty-seven days 
before anyone discovered it

downess and way-outness of art 
in general. <A Braque was put in 
the catalogue of the Louvre up­ 
side down, too.) There are other 
signs that the art world is either 
decadent or looney or both
